building to house the machinery and 
this werk is being rushed as rapidly 
as possible. The brick with which 
the building is to be constructed has 
been taken from the brick building 
erected several years ago to house 
the ster.m pumps,, which were never 
used by the city. A galvanized iron 
building will be erected to cover the 
steam pumps until they are disposed 
of. 


GALBREATH TO RUN 


AS AN INDEPENDENT 


Ojus rock is being used in the con- 


struction of the foundations for the 
machinery, practically two carloads of 
this rock having been used in the 
•construction of the first foundation. 
The foundation was started five feet 
below the.ground, resting on a layer 
of sand over solid coquina rock. Blue- 
prints furnished by the Fairbanks. 
Morse company were used in the con 
struction. 


The .building has been placed on the 


two lots just north of the citrus fruit 
packing house pn Palmetto street, 
the structure being 40x40 feet. 
It 


stands ten feet south of the north 
line of the property and 25 feet back 
from the street The first unit IB be- 
ing placed in the north end of the 
building and the second unit will be 
placed near to and parallel with it. 
Succeeding units will be placed par- 
allel to these and if it is necessary 
the building can be extended on the 
•south side to give plenty of room. 


Tom gaugherty is in charge of the 


cement and brick work and I. N. 
Newell is serving as foreman on the 
job. 


If weather conditions continue fav- 


orable -and no unexpected delays oc- 
cur, it is expected electric current 
from the new plant will be furnish- 
ed (he citizens about the first of No- 
vember.

FLORIDA TO PROVIDE 


CANCER TREATMENT 


Florid?, is to go on record as being 


the first state in America to provide 
free treatment of advanced cancer 
cases among its indigent, according 
to advices received in New Smyrna 
from the state board of health. For 
several months the state board of 
health has had in mind a plan to re- 
lieve cancer sufferers in need of X- 
ray or radium treatment who cannot 
afford to pay for it, and now comes 
the announcement from 
the state 


health officer that the plan is nearing 
completion. It provides that every cit- 
izen of Florida afflicted with inoper- 
able cancer, but unable to pay for 
proper treatment, may be benefited by 
the most scientific methods, free of 
cost, with the exception of tr.inspor 
tation to Jacksonville and living ex 


penses while in that city for a period 
of three or four days. 


In his communication the health 


officer states that 250 people of Flor- 
ida die annually from cancer. 
He 


further states that the disease is one 
which, if discovered in time, reacts 
favorably to treatment. If it is so lo- 
cated as to permit removal by our- 
gical operation, such procedure is 
usually regarded as the safest moans 
of saving the life of the individual. 
Certain cancers, known as inoperable, 
are so located that they are inacces- 
iWe to surgical femdval ot have pw 
greased to £,n extent that operation 
will not r^nult in complete removal, 
and if performed, usually amounts to 
simply prolonging the life of the 
patient and relieving the intolerable 
pain caused by chronic cancer. 


Radium, a rare and extremely ex- 


pensive substance, is regarded as the 
only means of saving life in certain 
forms of cancer which have progressed 
to a tei-mUal base. This radium and 
V-ray treatment w'll be furnished free 
of charge by the state board of health.

be dismissed for the day about 1:30 
o'clock.

Ojus rock is being used in the con- 


struction of the foundations for the 
machinery, practically two carloads of 
this rock having been used in the 
•construction of the first foundation. 
The foundation was started five feet 
below the.ground, resting on a layer 
of sand over solid coquina rock. Blue- 
prints furnished by the Fairbanks. 
Morse company were used in the con 
struction. 


The .building has been placed on the 


two lots just north of the citrus fruit 
packing house pn Palmetto street, 
the structure being 40x40 feet.

line of the property and 25 feet back 
from the street The first unit IB be- 
ing placed in the north end of the 
building and the second unit will be 
placed near to and parallel with it.

FLORIDA TO PROVIDE 


CANCER TREATMENT 


Florid?, is to go on record as being 


the first state in America to provide 
free treatment of advanced cancer 
cases among its indigent, according 
to advices received in New Smyrna 
from the state board of health. For 
several months the state board of 
health has had in mind a plan to re- 
lieve cancer sufferers in need of X- 
ray or radium treatment who cannot 
afford to pay for it, and now comes 
the announcement from 
the state 


health officer that the plan is nearing 
completion. It provides that every cit- 
izen of Florida afflicted with inoper- 
able cancer, but unable to pay for 
proper treatment, may be benefited by 
the most scientific methods, free of 
cost, with the exception of tr.inspor 
tation to Jacksonville and living ex 


penses while in that city for a period 
of three or four days. 


In his communication the health 


officer states that 250 people of Flor- 
ida die annually from cancer. 
He 


further states that the disease is one 
which, if discovered in time, reacts 
favorably to treatment. If it is so lo- 
cated as to permit removal by our- 
gical operation, such procedure is 
usually regarded as the safest moans 
of saving the life of the individual. 
Certain cancers, known as inoperable, 
are so located that they are inacces- 
iWe to surgical femdval ot have pw 
greased to £,n extent that operation 
will not r^nult in complete removal, 
and if performed, usually amounts to 
simply prolonging the life of the 
patient and relieving the intolerable 
pain caused by chronic cancer. 


Radium, a rare and extremely ex- 


pensive substance, is regarded as the 
only means of saving life in certain 
forms of cancer which have progressed 
to a tei-mUal base. This radium and 
V-ray treatment w'll be furnished free 
of charge by the state board of health.

o'clock.
